Toledo, O., Ju ly 19.— After a bitter 
ttvo days’ fight between Mayor W h it­ 
lock and Attorneys Baker and Sey. 
fried and Prosecutor Webster, Judge 
Johnston last night granted the second 
w rit of habeas corpus for the custody

President Makes New Mov;

Washington. Ju ly 19.— Secretary of 
Agriculture W ilson has been asked by 
the president to append to the case 
of Dr. W iley his recommendation. The 
bureau of chemistry is a branch of the 
department of agriculture, and 
Dr. 
W iley is a subordinate of Secretary 
Wilson. 
Attorney General Wicker- 
sham has recommended W iley’s dis­ 
missal from the government sendee. 
Dr. W ile y ’s defense of the salary ar­ 
rangement with Dr. Rusby is that he 
thought it was for the good of the 
service, and did not regard it as a vio­ 
lation of the law. 
He points out that 
he submitted the proposed arrange­ 
ment with Dr. Rusby to Secretary W il­ 
son, and explained it to him; that he 
then said to the secretary; 
“ If you do not thoroughly under­ 
stand I do not want you to approve.” 
The secretary, he sa\s, saicl he un­ 
derstood it, and then approved. 
Dr. 
W iley takes all the blame for the in­ 
fraction of the law, if there was any. 
He seeks to shoulder the whole re­ 
sponsibility. 
It is well known in Washington that 
Secretary W ilson takes the position 
that the chief of the chem istry bureau 
has assumed more authority in the 
department than he is entitled to. 
There have been constant rumblings 
of insubordination and disaffection in 
the agricultural department from time 
to time, of which only the Pinchot and 
W iley cases have come to the surface 
As Mr. Wilson is well advanced in age 
and has broken all record’s for cabinet 
tenure, it would not create much stir 
prise if the secretary should decide 
to retire to private life, as there is talk 
that President Taft is dissatisfied with 
W ilson ’s part in the W iley affair.
